glass. This figure included sweet 
cider, which represents only a small 
am ount of the total, It

plained. 
Pennsylvania 
growers, 
w ith 9,- 
100,00 bushels of app*?* in 1944, four 
million over 1943, are w atching this 
new m arket. 
In the first quarter of this year, a 
total of 752.167 dozen 
packs 
were 
reported with a 
considerable 
in­ 
crease in tin packs, although civil­ 
ian use of tin is still limited. 
Tills marked increase in the pro­ 
duction of apple 
Juice 
took place 
during the wartime years An offi­ 
cial of a nationwide 
food 
com ­ 
pany listed apple juice as a minor 
Item before the war. Even the gov­ 
ernm ent m aintained no figures on 
the pack until last year. 
New Apple Juice

crease in consumer acceptance is 
research work on apple Juice can ­ 
ning practices and packaging pro­ 
cedure which 
have

Work on apple Juice, according to 
Dr Clark, has not been limited to 
improving methods of m anufactur­ 
ing and packing the

included the development of a new 
type pulpy" or "whole" apple Juice 
"This pulpy 
Juice Ls sim ilar in 
consistency to 
tom ato 
Juice 
and 
fruit nectars and contains all of the 
edible solids of the fruit," he said 
Thus, it is quite different in ap­ 
pearance and body from the clear, 
pressed and filtered types of apple 
juice th a t have found favor in the 
past. Like the latter the new type 
of Juice is prepared from selected, 
blended, 
and 
properly 
prepared 
apples. It differs In that the fruit 
Is then 
ground under 
controlled 
conditions to prevent oxidation and 
to preserve the original flavor and 
aroma. 
"ThLs product has met with favor 
in m any cities and gives promise of 
taking its place alongside the clear 
or ‘cider’ type apple juice In the 
post-w ar canned 
Juice 
m arkets," 
declared Dr. Clark.
